Chosen for Veneer Cutting

Distinctive wood grain figures^

The crotch, where the wood j 
fibers are crushed and twisted] 
together as the limbs grow in the 
living tree, yields one of the most 
striking patterns. Swirl, another 
figure, corr.es from the outer sides 
of a crotch block or a burl. The 
grain of the burl itself often is 
rippled and variegated. 


Wood veneer from the sturcp 


of a tree is unusually attractive 
because pressure from the gro-.v- ; 
ing tree has wrinkled the wood 
fibers. Stump veneer also is known 
as butt veneer. 


In converting a log into thin 
sheets of veneer, slicing is the 
method customarily used to pro- 
duce the choice face stock. Slicing 
through the entire thickness of' 
the log is the fiat cut method.; 
Sometimes the log—or "nisch"' as \ 
it is known in the industry—is 
cut first into quarters lengthwise.;

Rhee?s Attitude on Korea Wrong™ 
A situation is developing in North Korea that demands 


a. speedy solution by the United Nations. Syngman Rhee, 
South Korean president, has begun appointing local admin- 
istrators in captured North Korean communities. 


This is, of course, in flat defiance of United Nations 


edict, which gave to General MacArthur the job of civil ad- 
ministration in conquered territory. 


Rhee has even gone so far as to declare that the UN is 
"sabotaging" Korean interests by its proposals. This sounds 
a little forgetful. WTbere would Mr. Rhee have been by now 
without the gallant aid of UN militarv forces in saving South 
Korea? 


Thf» UN plan for the government of North Korea seems 


to be perfectly in order. It is usually the custom to entrust 
to the military the job of civil administration in conquered 
lands in the unsettled period directly following combat. Then, 
when order has been thoroughly restored and life is function- 
ing on a nearly normal peacetime basis, the people are given 
an opportunity to vote for their own governing representa- 
tives, from the local level on up. 


If the UN plan can be carried out, fair elections un- 


doubtedly will be held in North Korea at the earliest possible 
moment. There seems no need for new elections in South 
Korea, since satisfactory balloting was conducted there nat 
too long ago. 


This arrangement ought to be eminently suitable to 
Rhee. His insistence on going ahead on his own at this time 
Is an arbitrary and arrogant action wholly out of keeping 
with the UN spirit in-which the Republic of Korea was nur- 
tured. 


To be sure, the UN does recognize the South Korean 


government as the authority for all of Korea—an dhas ever 
since the first elections were held. But that government 
was virtually a creature of the UN, and so now is the part of 
Korea being liberated from the Communists by UN forces. 


Rhee's haste to establish his own representatives in 


North Korean towns and cities is unseemly and cannot help 
but cast doubt on the essential honesty of his motives. 


It has been the fashion of the free world in the 20th cen- 


tury to win wars nobly but then lose the subsequent peace 
ignobly. The statesmen of free nations all too often have 
seemed inadequate to the task of settling the political prob- 
lems which come in the train of conflict. 


Rhee's step into North Korea is the first political conse- 


Sience of the growing UN military victory on the peninsula, 


nless the UN acts swiftly to solve this administrative issue 


one way or another, a confused situation is certain to follow. 
Then people will begin to say it might have been better had 
we let the Reds overrun South Korea and wipe out Rhee's 
govrnment. 


No one who understands the Russian menace could really 


desire that. But in. their disgust at a deteriorated political 
set-up there, some might momentarily feel Red rule the 
lesser of two evils. 


Korea was a milestone in one sense because our action in 


speeding to its military defense showed a boldness and cour- 
age the world had been crying for. • It can be a milestone 
m still another way if we now proceed to demonstrate that 
we no longer intend to succumb to the political bewilderment 
which so often marks the aftermath of war.

Series Betting by Defense Employes 
Ties Up Elaborate Telephone System 


What Happeted tt North Korean Air Force? 
WASHINGTON— fNEA)—The 
complete 
tele- 


phone system for the Pentagon and all defense 


agencies in the Washington area has been revamped 
and expanded to handle the increased business 
caused by the Korean fighting. 


Naturally, there was great consternation re- 


cently when the new system apparently collapsed. 


For* four days the dial system was completely 


jammed. It took up to a half hour of steady dial- 
ing sometimes to get a number. The problem wa» 
solved, however, and the system is again working' 
smoothly, except for some jams on Friday after- 
noons.

It seems to thrive 
best among the poor and those 
living under bad sanitary condi- 
tions. It occurs most frequently 
early in life, especially during the 
first two years. It becomes com- 
mon p.gam hi the later years of 
life.

Bright's disease involving the kid- 
neys, and chronic alcoholism also 
favor the development of erysioe- 
las. 


It usually starts suddenly and is 


often accompanied by high fever.- 
Thf- most common form of the di- 
sease involves the skin of the face 
and head. Chills and other signs of 
a suddenly rising fever are usually 
present. Tht skin is usually in- 
volved first in one spot—often 
where a small wound or scratch 
has been present. This becomes 
reddened and swollen and within 
a day or two spreads to the sur- 
rounding area. A sharp line sepa- 
rates the reddened skin from the 
normal. 


In the usual case, and particu- 


larly if the patient is not in poor 
physical condition, erysipelas may 
clear up in about a week even 
without treatment- Complications 
such as meningitis, inflammation.

poisoning, however, are not un- 
common.
